STAFF REPORT

ON

FOUNTAIN RUN WATER DISTRICT

CASE NO. 2002-00199

Pursuant to a request by Fountain Run Water District (� Fountain Run� ) for 

assistance with the preparation of a rate application for its water operations, 

Commission Staff (� Staff� ) performed a limited financial review of Fountain Run� s test 

year operations for the calendar year ending December 31, 2000. The scope of Staff� s 

review was limited to obtaining information as to whether the test period operating 

revenues and expenses were representative of normal operations. Insignificant or 

immaterial discrepancies were not pursued and are not addressed herein.

Upon completion of the review, Staff assisted Fountain Run in the development 

and preparation of a rate application.  The application included an adjusted pro forma 

operating income statement wherein adjustments were made to test year operating 

revenues and expenses that were known and measurable and deemed to be 

reasonable.  The rates proposed by Fountain Run were based on the pro forma income 

statement as shown in the application. The application also includes the calculation of 

Fountain Run� s revenue requirement using a 1.2 debt service coverage, which is 

frequently used by the Commission to determine revenue requirements for small water 

utilities.  To generate the revenue requirement of $133,688, Fountain Run is proposing 

to increase its annual revenue from water rates by $15,663, an increase of 13.55% over 

normalized revenue from water rates of $115,579.



On June 10, 2002, Fountain Run filed its rate application to the Commission for 

consideration. Staff is hereby adopting the contents of that application as its 

recommendation in this report as if fully set out herein.  Sam Reid is responsible for all 

revenue adjustments and calculation of the proposed rate. Jack Kaninberg is 

responsible for the determination of the revenue requirement. Based on the information 

included in Fountain Run� s application, Staff is of the opinion that the rate proposed by 

Fountain Run, as shown in Attachment A of this report, is reasonable and should be

approved by this Commission.
